Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of arguments of record. With respect to 
Applicant's arguments that the finality of the previous Offical action was premature, the Examiner asserts that the previous amendment to 
claim 1 , filed June 07, 2007, changed the scope of claims (including claim 6); thus, the new grounds of rejection was necessitated by 
amendment and finality is deemed proper. With respect to the rejection of claims 1 -17 under 102(b) as being anticipated by Babson (USP 
5,885,529), the Examiner contends that giving the claims the broadest reasonable intepretation of the claims, Babson does teach a 
reading station which includes an oval luminometer chain 215a that rotates between an entry position at wash station 214 and a read 
position at a detector (photomultipler tube (PMT). The claims as currently written do not preclude the read station from including a rotating 
chain. Moreover, as set forth in the previous office action, the station of Babson also includes a transport device 213b (chain) for 
transporting a plurality of vessels 27 through a defined path. The rejection of claims 10-1 1 under 35 USC 1 12 is maintained for the 
reasons set forth in the previous Official action . 
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
